FORCE ANSWERS FORCE 
Amo ng so me o f the mo re d iscerning stu d ents 
o f the to talitarian techniq u e there has lo ng been 
a co nv ictio n th at Hitler wo u ld co ntinu e to ad ­ 
v ance so lo ng as he failed to enco u nter resistance. 
The p ro cesses o f p assiv e co nq u est started with the 
reo ccu p atio n o f the Rhineland , where they wo u ld 
hav e been sto p p ed if ev en a gestu re o f o p p o sitio n 
had been o ffered by France. Since then, blo o d ­ 
less v icto ry has fo llo wed fast u p o n blo o d less v ic­ 
to ry u ntil the Reich has reco v ered all o f its lo st 
p o wer and glo ry . 
Bu t at last the d emo cracies hav e d etermined 
to make a stand and the immed iate effects o f this 
d eterminatio n serv e to emp hasize the fo lly o f 
p ast su rrend ers. Hav ing sacrificed their first 
line o f d efense at the v ery beginning o f Hitler’s 
^ad v ance and their seco nd line at Mu nich, they 
are d etermined to fight it o u t o n their third line. 
Ap p easement go es by the bo ard s and is rep laced 
by a p o licy o f meeting fo rce with fo rce. 
The initial resu lts are heartening. Mu sso lini, 
who was straining at the leash o nly a week o r two 
ago , d ecid ed th at p erhap s the fu lfillment o f 
Italy ’s natio nal ambitio ns can wait a little while 
lo nger, while Herr Hitler, u ntil recently so d efi­ 
nite in his p u rp o ses and harsh in his u tterances, 
seems to hav e been seized with d o u bt and ind e­ 
cisio n. 
It is still to o early to breathe easily , to no u rish 
the ho p e th at the Fascist mo v ement has been 
sto p p ed . Bu t there is at least a p erio d o f co m­ 
p arativ e calm .which will p ro v id e an o p p o rtu n­ 
ity fo r co ntemp latio n u p o n the u nnecessary sac­ 
rifice and the almo st fatal miscalcu latio n at 
Mu nich. 


300,000 TO BE MURDERED 
Altho u gh d imly aware o f the facts befo re, be­ 
cau se o f its mathematical d efiniteness, we find 
so mething sharp ly arresting in the statement o f 
a Dep artment o f Ju stice o fficial th at 300,000 p er­ 
so ns no w liv ing in this co u ntry will so me d ay be 
mu rd ered . 
This means th at in sp ite o f all the ed u catio n, 
the mo ral and religio u s training, the attem p ts to 
imp ro v e tho se so cial co nd itio ns which may in­ 
cite to v io lence, and the likeliho o d o f p u nish­ 
ment fo r mu rd ero u s acts, o ne o u t o f ev ery 400 o f 
u s is almo st certain to be sho t, stabbed , p o iso ned , 
cho ked , o r blackjacked , and th at ap p ro x imately 
ano ther o ne o f each 400 is d estined to be the in­ 
stru ment o f o u r u nex p ected and u np leasant 
d emise. 
Besid es p ro v o king a shu d d er at the tho u ght o f 
o u r o wn d anger when walking ho me in the d ark, 
these figu res sho u ld insp ire so me v ery so ber 
tho u ght. Ju st what stage o f gro wth and ev o lu ­ 
tio n hav e hu man beings reached ? Ev id ently it is 
a d isco u ragingly lo w o ne. 
We talk mu ch o f p ro sp erity , o f liberty , o f cu l­ 
tu re, and so bn, bu t it ap p ears th at there are 
d eep er p ro blems to be met th an these abo u 
which we d aily raise su ch argu mentativ e hu lla­ 
balo o . What o f the fu nd amental ethical sense 
which is su p p o sed to be an attribu te o f civ ilizee 
man? That also is sad ly lacking. 
In a p art o f o u r wo rk fo r the elev atio n o f the 
race we mu st still go back to the elementary 
stages and striv e to make o u rselv es ju st simp ly 
mo ral. Many o f u s, it seems, are o nly emerging 
fro m sav agery , if no t fro m u nbrid led animalism, 
and hav e a lo ng climb ahead befo re we can p ro p ­ 
erly be called civ ilized men.

A y ear later, becau se 
of her effectiv e administration 
of Federation affairs in her na­ 
tiv e state; she was elected to the 
Board of Directors of the Na­ 
tional Federation of Mu sic Clu bs.

Michig an Ex periment Station report* that the best time to apply 
cy animid fertilizer to orchard trees is in the fall—and before the grou n d 
freezes. Spring application of cy an imid—especially cn san dy soils an d 
for peaches and cherries—is not recommended. Fertilizin g in the fall 
permits the roots to absorb the nitrog en and hold it in storage to help 
spring g rowth. 


Soy bean Hay for Horses 
Iowa Ex periment Station reports that if soy bean hay is cut before the 
beans harden it makes'ex cellent roug hag e for hordes— 
huz only hall of 
the roug hag e ration should be soy bean hay . The other half can include 
oa t straw, corn fodder, wild hay or timothy . If threshed bean.* rre fed as 
part of the g rain ration for horses, the beans should be chopped. 


Eliminating Broom Sedg e 
Broom sedg e has been almost, entirely elimin ated on man y « sou thern 
Indiana permanent pastures—and'the y ield of feed ha« been dou bled—by 
top dressing with 2 tons of lime ar.d 40b lbs. of su perphosphate—an d 
seeding with an adapted clov er mix tu re. When potash is deficien t, cou n ty 
ag ents are recommending 0-14-6 fertilizer in place of the superphosphate. 


Pollination in Northern Spy Apples 
Northern Spy apples are notoriously hard to pollinate—!» nd for a 
number of y ears one Michig an g rower u sed fion i TOO to 150 swarms of 
bees in his Spy orchard—at $3 per swarm. La« t y ear he used on ly on e- 
third as many bees—placed a bouquet of W ealthy blossoms in the cen ter 
of ev ery Spy tree—and secured the heav iest 
an d most u n iform set of 
fruit that he ev er enjoy ed. 


Producing Beef Calv es 
Nebraska Ex periment Station reports that du rin g a y ear’s time 
a beef 
breeding cow will require about 1% acres of g ood pastu re—u p to C*3,!: ton s 
of silag e—and % ton of alfalfa hay or its equ iv alen t. This me-tn s that y ou 
will require about three acres of g ood Nebraska farm lard to keep a cow 
and raise a 46 0-pound beef calf—and don’t forg et that it will cost y ou 
the same if the cow does not hav e a calf. 


Increasing W ool Production 
In common with most sheep breeders in the eastern half 01 the con­ 
tinent, West Virg inia breeders maintain flocks of ewes 6 f the Hampshire 
or Shropshire ty pe—securing a satisfactory lamb but only about 
4 lbs. of 
wool from the ewe. The West Virg inia Ex periment Station crossed a flock 
of these nativ e black-face ewes with Corriedale rams—and promptly 
doubled the weig ht of the fleece without reducing the meat quality of the 
lambs. 


W heat After Soy beans 
Soy bean g rowers hav e discov ered that, if wheat is planted immedi­ 
ately following soy bean harv est, the wheat crop is usually somewhat 
smaller than it is if the land is rested for about a month. The Department 
of Ag riculture reports that this is due to the fact that during that month’s 
rest the soy bean roots decay and release nitrog en. This would indicate 
that it is v ery important to hav e that nitrog en present at the time when 
the wheat first sprouts. 


Mulching Strawberries 
Perhaps the most important reason for mulching strawberries is to 
keep the berries clean. Other important adv antag es are winter protection 
—reducing drouth damag e—and keeping down weeds. In a test at Ohio 
Ex periment Station, unmulched plants produced more v ery early berries 
but a smaller total crop than plants mulched with clean wheat straw. On 
the other hand, the same kind of plants mulched with weedy wheat straw 
produced a smaller total crop than unmulched plants. Keep y our mulch­ 
ing material free from weed seed if y ou want results. 


Landrace H og s 
The Danish Landrace breed of hog s has displaced the Tamworth and 
Yorkshire breeds in the fav or of the discriminating British market. The 
Landrace hog is remarkably uniform in size—puts on weig ht a s economi­ 
cally as our American breeds—has less tendency towards too much lard— 
and dresses a hig her percentag e of weig ht in ham, loin and bacon. With 
the diminishing market for lard it is quite possible that Landrace hog s— 
or crosses with certain American breeds—will rapidly ov ertake our lard- 
ty pe breeds in popularity . Iowa Ex periment Station has been doing con­ 
siderable work with the Landrace breed.

“This an n u al sprin g clean u p 
can redu ce the toll of liv estock 
disease at least on e-fifth,” say s 
the special clean u p week bu lle­ 
tin issu ed here today by the 
Fou n dation . 
“Farmers are especially u rged 
to bu rn old straw stacks, drain 
mu d holes an d wallows, fen ce off 
man u re piles, board u p holes an d 
bu rrows u n der barn s an d sheds, 
scru b feed box es, clean an d dis­ 
in fect all liv estock qu arters, an d 
eradicate rats, mice, pigeon s, 
an d sparrows which may carry 
the germ of disease from on e 
farm to an other. Man y seriou s 
liv estock diseases are carried 
ov er from on e y ear to the n ex t 
in old, con tamin ated lots an d 
qu arters. A day spen t in clean ­ 
in g u p these sou rces of in fection 
may sav e the farmer a n u mber 
of v alu able an imals this y ear.” 
Leaders reported today that 
they were especially fearfu l of 
in creased dan ger of hog cholera 
this y ear, du e to a thirty percen t 
in crease in the n u mber of chol­ 
era ou tbreaks last season . As a 
resu lt, efforts are bein g made to 
hav e a larger share of this 
sprin g’s 
pig 
crop 
v accin ated 
again st the disease, before the 
activ e cholera season begin s.

Rumania s Ruler Plays A Cagey Game 
To Keep His Rich Little Country Free 


By The AP Feature Serv ice 
A square-jawed Ho henzo llern 
stands athwart the Nazi dream 
lane do wn the Danube, pathway 
to the East. 
Like Hitler, Rumania's King 
Caro l II is a dictato r, fo rceful, 
adept in po litics, practical, and 
in many way s a self-made man. 
But Caro l is no ascetic; there’s 
a tilt to his cro wn, meat o n his 
table, ro mance in his life and 
o ften a smile o n his lips. 
“ We all hav e the Go d-giv en 
right to o rder o ur o wn liv es and 
fo llo w o ur o wn sentiments,” say s 
the man who o nce reno unced his 
thro ne fo r lo v e. 
As a princely play boy , h e set 
Eu rope’s 
tongu es 
to 
wagging. 
Now h e is 46, seriou s and portly 
and a key figu re in mov es th a t 
m ay d eterm ine w h eth er Eu rope 
is to h av e peace or war. 
His realm , abou t th e size of Ar­ 
izona, is th e m ou th of a fu nnel 
of m ou ntains and riv ers of east­ 
ern Eu rope. T h ere th e D anu be 
and D neiper flow into th e Black 
Sea. Th ere th e C arpath ians and 
T ransy lv anian 
Alps 
conv erge. 
T h ere is prod u ced a fou rth of 
Eu rope’s cru d e oil and a sizeable 
portion of its farm crops. 
No w ond er H itler ey es it, larg­ 
est and rich est cou ntry of th e 
Balkans. Control wou ld go a long 
way tow ard m aking th e 
Nazi 
d ream of self-su fficiency come 
tru e. 
B u t if it’s going to be a scrap, 
Carol 
sh ou ld 
know 
h is 
way 
arou nd . Lov e, war, 
d iplomacy , 
pu rges and politics—ju st nam e 
th e game, Carol knows th e ru les. 
It w asn’t long a fter th e Reich 
stretch ed its bord ers ov er th e 
Czech m ou ntains last y ear th a t 
Carol called on Paris, Lond on— 
and Berlin. 
At th a t tim e, too, 
R u m ania 
police m ad e qu ick work of a d o­ 
m estic crop of Nazis. Fou rteen 
were killed . Th e G erm an press 
froth ed . 
Like France and England , R u ­ 
m ania is a “h av e” nation. Carv ed 
ou t of Tu rkey in 18 61, it was d ou ­ 
bled in size after th e W orld W ar 
a t th e ex pense of H u ngary and 
B u lgaria (still in th e G erm an 
orbit) and Ru ssia. Some believ e 
Carol wou ld like to play w ith 
Lond on and Paris. 


But Caro l has to sell o il and 
farm pro duce, buy munitio ns. 
Rumania is used to trading up 
the Danube. That’s mo stly Ger­ 
many no w, and trade with the 
Reich so metimes means the bar­ 
tering o f po litical rights. 
Nazi Germany do es no t ap­ 
pro v e o f his friend, Madame Lu- 
pescu, who is J ewish. But Caro l 
co nsiders his lo v e affairs strictly 
his o wn business. 
The first o f reco rd was his 
elo pment with pretty J eanne 
“ Zizi” 
Lambrino 
during 
the 
Wo rld War. She bo re him a so n 
in 19 20, but by the clo se o f the 
nex t y ear Caro l was married to 
Greece’s Princess Helen, and the 
father o f ano ther so n, 
no w 
Cro wn Prince Michael. 
Caro l met Madame Lupescu, a 
div o rcee, three y ears later. Called 
her “ Bibi.” The affair pro duced 
family frictio n and co ntinuing 
Rumanian crises, Caro l went into 
ex ile with Magda, reno uncing 
his ro y al rights. Helen div o rced 
him in 19 28. 
The Rumanian play bo y flew 
back in 19 30 and to o k the thro ne 
in a blo o dless co up, displacing 
his so n, the “ bo y king” who suc­ 
ceeded after Caro l’s father died.
